New Yokk, Sept 26 — Bradatreet, In ita 
summary of the wool market, says: No 
change of any importance ia apparent in tba 
state of thn wool inarknt. Kuyera are oper- 
ating with ,(reat mtxieration, and pncea 
rule in then- favor. There seems to be a 
rather Ivrter t<)ne in tho trade than a week 
or two ago, but this ia about the extent of 
whatever iniproveinont haa occurre<l. The 
volume of aalea has not increoned materially. 
The outlook, however, is more hopeful than 
for some time past The leading manufao- 
turera liav>< reoetved fair orders for light 
weight goods, and the rticcnt fr»e movement 
of heavy »(> ^hta from joblmrs ia accounted 
a particularly proinisinn »i^n. Klill there ia 
much pressure to soil on tlio part of tlnon- 
oially woali holdwra li >th east ami wijat 
Bf»>culiii iVH Inlying is aUo winting. 

The likolih(K>l of any deciile<l rise in 
values juHt yut, a«;cordmgly, ia ainalL A 
good at tetiilancn at the London aales, with 
active c«>inpt>tition haa b<x*n rep<jrt<Hl nntil 
within a day or twa Tho market atill Ir- 
regular, ranging' occAsioiially in buyers' 
favor, though »oins of the iini-tioiis coiitinua 
in atroiig demand. Choice I'urt i'hillips 
wool at Liver|KK)l is 'M to 2 I -2d cheaper 
than last year, ^but coats alxmt the 
same as tw(/ years ago, while p<vir<'r stuff 
has not decline 1 so niu h.
